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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16, 18-29, 43, 45-55, 79-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over applicants' admission on page 2, line 12, that the method of using bupropion 
to treat smoking addition and aid in smoking cessation is known in view of Courts et al (CL) 
(abstract) that different enantiomers possess different pharmacodynamic properties and that the 
desired therapeutic effect may reside in one enantiomer while the undesirable toxic effects may 
reside in the other. 

Applicants' argument that Courts is a general disclosure but does not disclose the instant 
invention is not persuasive. In the absence of a showing of unobviousness in Declaration form it 
is well known that enantiomers and racemic mixtures have different properties. In re Adamson , 
125 USPQ 233. 

Furthermore, in the absence of a showing of unexpected results in Declaration form, in 
view of the definition of "substantial" on page 13 of the specification, it would be obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art that a mixture of 5 1% (-) bupropion to 49% (+) bupropion would not 
yield unobvious results over a mixture of 50% (-) bupropion to 50% (+) bupropion.
